As a youth of 17, and deli 
care in health, he emigrated to Saskatchewan and began work as a farm hand 
fice following year he homesteaded at Beaverdale, Sask., and, like all new 
el without worldly wealth, began to break his quarter section and erect 
his log and sod buildings In the year prior to Mr, Dunning’s arrival in what 
i, now the Provinee of Saskatchewan, the Territorial Grain Growers’ Associa + 
tion was ofganized, and the newly-arrived English lad soon identified himsel! 
with the “Loeal” in bis district, and thus commenced to render public service 
and climb the ladder of fame, 

Within a few years he was a director of the Assoc iation, then vice-presi 
Gent for four years, During this period the Saskatchewan Co-operative Ele 
vator Co, was created, and Mr. Dunning was appointed its first General Man 
aser, which position he held for six years, developing the infant Companys 
un il it reached the position of being the world’s greatest initial grain handling 
concern Then, in 1916, when W. M, Martin succeeded Walter Scott as Pi 

er of Saskatchewan, he called Mr. Dunning to his cabinet as Provincial 
‘Vreasurer, and, with the possible exception of Quebec, no Province’s finances 
Were better handled during the last of the war years and during the difficult 
years of readjustment and depression that followed than were those of Sas 
kalchewan . 

In 1922, Mr. Martin retired from the Premiership, and Mr, Dunning was 
tie unanimous choice of the Liberals of Saskatchewan as his successor. 
Thus within nine years of arri: ing in Saskatchewan, end at the early age of 
26, Mr. Dunning was General Manager of one of the Dominion’s bigg com 
pari pt th ure of 31 this English emigrant lad was a cabinet minister; at 
37 he wa Prime Minister of the Province. What other country can offer a 
parallel to such a record! 

During the war Mr. Dunning threw his abounding energy and organizing 
nbilities into the task of furnishing the wherewithal to enable Canada and the 
itupire to worthily and successfully play their part. He was chairman of the 
Victory loans campaigns in Saskatchewan for three years in succession, and

Aeroplane Not Yet Accepted Seriously 
As Means of Transportation 
Remarkable as has been the pro- 
gress ‘Made in the art of aviation, the 
general public, apparently, is as deter- 
mined as ever to follow Mr. Asquith’s 


famous advice to “wait and see.” 
writer in the Sydney, New South 
Wales, Bulletin, points out that the re 
ception accorded to the acroplane has 
been very different from that extend- 
ed to the automobile. While the mo- 
torairiven car was almost instantly 
accepted as filling a realized want, 
the motor-driven plane, though it has 
accomplished wonders, has had no 
definite'y measurable effect on the life 
of the world at large. Were every 
plane destroyed, few people or none, 
except, possibly, members of the navy 


or army alr services, would be appre- 


clably disturbed. On the other hand, 
the disappearance of the automobtle, 
the motor truck and the motor cercle 
would leave a void in the soclal and 
economic order and disrupt habits 
that, though far from ancient, are 
firmly established. .
